Petition for Declaratory Ruling

Spectrum Five LLC requests access to the U.S. market through a 17/24 GHz Broadcasting-Satellite Service space station, BSSNET2A-95W, at
the 95.15° W.L. orbital location. Spectrum Five states that BSSNET2A-95W will operate at 95.15° W.L. through an agreement with the
Kingdom of the Netherlands. Spectrum Five seeks to access the U.S. market using the 17.3-17.7 GHz (space-to-Earth) and 24.75-25.25 GHz
(Earth-to-space) frequency bands. Spectrum Five seeks to conduct telemetry, tracking, and command operations at the edges of these same
frequency bands.

We have changed Spectrum Five's IBFS file number from a PPL (Petition for Permitted List) to PDR (Petition for Declaratory Ruling) consistent
with section 25.137.
